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Commission Meets in Capital To-da- y

to Complete Arrangements '

for Big Event

TO EBECT "PEACE MEMORIAL"

One of the most remarkable and epoch-maki-

meetings relating to the history
j of the civil war ever held In Washington

will have lta-- Informal opening this even-
ing at the New Raleigh, when the mem-

bers of the commission on the fiftieth
anniversary of the battle of Gettysburg,
consisting of the moat cromlnent sur
viving generals and lesser leaders in the
conflict from every State and Territory
In the Union will meet and discuss ar-
rangements for the celebration of the
anniversary, the purpose of which Is to
Tiring together the veterans of the Union
and Confederate armies on the famous
battlefield In July, 1913. to bury all ani-
mosities, form a brotherhood of patriots,
and lay the cornerstone of a "Peace Me-

morial."
The conference twill be attended by one

member from each State and Territory
and the District, the chairman and mem-
bers of the Commit-
tee, representatlvea of the War and Navy
departments, and members of the com-
mission. The first regular session will be
held morning at 10 o'clock at
the New Raleigh. President Taft will
receive the delegates Wednesday after-
noon

The various State legislatures have al-
ready made provision and appropriations
for the participation of veterans residing
within their borders at the anniversary
or "Peace Jubilee" on the battlefield, the
principal event of which will be the lay-
ing of the cornerstone of an appropriate
monument to be called, a "Peace Me-
morial."

'Will Last. Fonr Days.
A tentative programme for the celebra-

tion, which Is to last four days. Includes
speeches by the President of the United
states, members of Congress. Governors
of States and their representatives. It
is expected that there will be about
40.000 veterans In attendance whose aver-
age age will be seventy-tw- o years. For
the accommodation of this large body of
men. the commission has planned a
series of camps by States, the War De-
partment to furnish the necessary equip-
age and to detail an officer of the regu-
lar army to supervise and arrange the
discipline and policing of the camps.

The programme proposes a four days'
celebration, the first of Khlch Is to be
knot as Veterans' Day when all the
surviving soldiers of the war. North and
South, will be requested to take part as
Invited guests. The second day will be
Military Day. The third. Civic Day.
and the fourth. National Day, at which
the President of the United States will
make an oration.

To Lay Corner Stone.
The President. Vice President, Cabinet,

Justices of, the Supreme' Court, Speaker
of the. House, rfnd Congressional Com-
mittee will be guests of honor. The
corner stone of the memorial will be laid

Following the repudiation of the New.
man faction by Champ Clark's man
agers In Indorsing the Costello forces
as the Instructed Clark ticket and the
rumor that the Newmanltes would bolt

y. Fred T. Dubois last night gave
out the following statement:

"Information has come to the Clark
headquarters of statements made by
parties connected with the

faction, which
fully Justifies our action In In-

dorsing the ticket which will bear the
Clark 'emblem, placed In the field by the
faction ulth which Dr. Hammond. Capt.
Miller. Mr. Mattlngly, and Mr. Costello
are connected.

'May Bolt Clark.
"We understand the Newman faction

contemplates casting off Its mask and
posing no longer as Clark men, and Join-
ing In with the Darr faction for an

delegation. We reiterate thCl
all Democrats In the District who favor
the nomination of Champ Clark for the
Presidency, by way of expressing their
preference for Clark, should vote for the
various delegate tickets upon which will
be found printed a likeness "Of the
Speaker.

-- We know that the District Democracy
favors Speaker Clark. If we chose to do
so, we might properly characterize at-
tempts to deceive the voters Into

men are Clark men who are
named on a Clark ticket, when.
In fact a considerable portion of these
men are for other candidates. However,
we do not consider It necessary to do so.
It Is sufficient to say that with this blind
ballot the Democrats, If they favor
Speaker Clark, should be guided by the
statement we gave out last night and

EdCin A. Newman. District national

Sought for Harmon.
"I was accompanied bv P. T. Moran.

Dr. Samuel E. Lewis. Hugh F Harvey,
Bernard G. Brown. Frederick L. s,

and William J. Neale. A similar
Invitation was extended to Mr. Costello
and some of his adherents I and my
colleagues offered to agree that twelve
Clark delegates be sent to the Balti
more convention, six to be named by
the Costello fiction and six by our as
sociates, each to have a vote and that
all tickets should be' withdrawn In the
several legislative d.strlcts where con
tests have been filed against theni.

"We waited three hours for a response
and when It came It was a rejection of
our proposal, with an Intimation that
we might have one-thir- d of the delega-
tion to Baltimore and nothing more

"This ended the attempt at harmony,
destined we felt from the first to fail
ure, for we knew that It was no part of
the plan of Mr Costello and his faction
tfi agree to anything but complete sur-
render on our part to the worst form
of machine rule, and this must have been
known to the Clark headquarters, with
whom Mr. Costello and his associates
have been for weeks In close consulta-
tion

"That Mr. Clark's managers have been
misled as to the purpose of Costello and
his faction, we have no doubt. It Is a
fact that on Mr. Costello's ticket In the
Seventh District there Is an organizer
of the Harmon forces. J. J Purcell. On
their ticket In the Fourth District Is
Frank J Wlssner. a candidate of the
Costello faction as a delegate to the Bal-
timore convention, who has publicly and
repeatedly stated that he Is unalterably
opposed to an Instructed delegation to
Baltimore.

LONDON STRIKERS

, HOLD BIG PARADE

Demonstration of Transport Work-

ers Greatest in History of

' English Capital.
Special Cable to Tns Vraihlncton Herald.

London. May 18. One hundred thou-
sand strikers carrying banners this af-
ternoon paraded the streets of London,
making the largest labor demonstration
ever seen In this city. The parade of
the men was their way of announcing
that they will cany their fight of trans-
port workers and dockers for better con-
ditions to the bitter end. and to try to
blockade all the porta of England. It
was Whit Sunday and Immense crowds
lined the streets through which the long
procession passed.

The Amalgamated Society of Water-
men. Lightermen, and Bargemen, Joined
by the Amalgamated Trades Labor Un-
ions, and Labor Protection League, held
the largest demonstration ever seen In
Trafalgar Square. Afterward they visit-
ed various parks, where other sections
were holding meetings and passing res-
olutions with vociferous cheering to urge
a general strike throughout the country.
But It was all very orderly and the
mounted policemen policing the route
had little or nothing to do.

Meanwhile other leaders of the agita-
tion are canvassing the country and hold-
ing meetings In an attempt to get as-
sistance from the railway car men.

Another Explanation.
Editor The TVathmatoo Herald:

In the
words of the form proposed, "The Book
of Common Traycr of the Holy Cath
olic Church. According to the use of
that Portion Thereof Known as the
Episcopal Church In the United States
of America "" This designation.
though not entirely satisfactory, would
be far preferable to what we hae at
present; and which has been the name
only since 1TS0. Previously we were
called "The Church of England In the
Colonies." The church Is American now,
and entirely Independent of the mother
rountr), following the example of (he
nation She Is thoroughly American In
her goernment andt In her character,
and mav eventually be railed the Amer
ican Cothollc Church
